Lad[e:s  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  fifth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  East 
Gloucestershire  United  and  Associated  Districts. 

The  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimate  continues  to  increase,  being  92,800,  compared  with 
91,982  last  year.  A small  decrease  is,  however,  evident  in 
the  Northleach,  Tetbury  and  Stroud  Rural  Districts,  prob- 
ably the  result  of  re-housing,  particularly  of  Polish  families, 
in  outside  areas. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  total  estimated  population 
^ has  decreased  in  each  district,  apart  from  Nailsworth  Urban 
\\Tere  the  rate,  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  involved,  is  not 
significant.  There  were  1,414  live  births  compared  with 
1,453  in  1953,  the  appropriate  still  birth  figures  being  23  and 
20  respectively.  Tlie  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  was  26-8,  a rate  comparable  with  that  of  past  years, 
except  for  1953  when  there  was  a record  low  figure.  Un- 
fortunately, that  outstanding  fall  has  not  been  maintained. 

No  women  died  in,  or  in  consequence  of,  childbirth. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  4-7  compared 
to  4*3  the  previous  year. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  956,  continue  to  fall  steadily. 
The  comparable  annual  figures  from  and  including  1951 
being  : 1,121,  1,041  and  965.  The  deaths  certified  as  being 
due  to  heart  disease  were  350,  malignant  disease  126,  vas- 
cular lesions  of  the  nervous  system  156.  The  cancer  deaths 
were  less  than  they  have  been  during  the  previous  4 years, 
the  relevant  annual  figures  from  1950  onwards  beine  ' 165' 
178,  164,  155.  ^ ^ 

1 here  was  a considerable  fall  in  the  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  received  which  were  454,  compared  with 
the  figures  of  the  previous  4 years  which  were  : 1,238,  1,369, 
2,079,  1,820  from  and  including  1950.  Again,  measies' and 
whooping  cough  continue  to  make  up  a high  proportion  of 
the  total.  In  the  year  under  review  there  were  121  measles 
and  159  whooping  cough  cases  notified.  There  were  no 
deaths  attributable  to  these  infections. 
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There  were  6 notifications  of  poliomyelitis  received. 

A total  of  71  notifications  were  made  of  tuberculosis, 
and  of  these,  54  were  pulmonary.  It  is  most  gratifying  to 
see  a steady  decline  in  the  prevalence  of  a disease  which  was 
once  regarded  as  a dreaded  infection.  The  deaths  were  also 
at  a record  low  figure,  being  14.  Concerning  this  infection 
an  even  better  result  could  be  achieved  if  all  existing  preven- 
tive measures  were  followed,  particularly  on  the  part  of 
individual  pulmonary  sufferers,  who  can  and  should  ensure 
a ‘‘  defensive  barrier  ” around  themselves  by  religiously  fol- 
lowing the  instructions  they  receive. 

There  were  16  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified.  There 
is  without  any  doubt,  considerable  responsibility  resting  on 
those  who  cater  for  the  public  and  strict  attention  to  hygienic 
methods  in  food  handling  practice  would  eradicate  these 
infections. 

Concerning  housing,  water  supplies,  sewerage,  etc.,  » 
progress  is  detailed  in  the  reports,  under  the  individual 
districts. 

Protection  against  diphtheria  continues  to  lag  despite 
every  effort  to  ensure  that  all  babies  are  immunised  before 
the  end  of  their  first  year  of  life.  Unless  an  adequate  level 
of  immunisation  is  maintained,  elimination  of  this  once 
dreaded  disease  is  not  possible.  All  parents  with  babies  and 
children  should  m>ake  it  their  business  to  ensure  that  the 
available  protection  against  diphtheria  by  immunisation  has 
been  carried  out  for  each  child.  If  they  do  not  do  so  they 
may  regret  the  omission  as  diphtheria  still  kills. 

The  gravity  of  the  problem  of  home  accidents  is  still 
evident  and  indeed  they  come  third  in  the  causes  of  death 
among  young  children  of  1 — 5 years  of  age. 

I would  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  for  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Chairmen  and  members  of 
the  Councils  in  all  health  matters.  In  addition,  my  thanks 
arc  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  staff  of  the 
various  Health  Departments  who  so  efficiently  and  loyally 
carry  out  their  duties  and  compile  the  details  of  various 
reports.  I also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Clerks 
and  the  officials  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  supply  from  the  Council’s  Baunton  Water  Works 
continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  in 
quality.  All  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation have  indicated  that  the  water  continues  to  be  of  ex- 
ceptionally high  purity. 

During  the  year  the  quantity  supplied  in  the  Council’s 
area  of  supply  was  167,552,000  gallons  and  44,635,000  gal- 
lons were  supplied  under  bulk  agreements. 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a well  serving  a shop 
and  private  house  and  this  was  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination.  The  Pathologist’s  report  showed 
that  the  water  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the 
ovv^ner  was  requested  to  provide  a proper  supply  from  the 
towns  mains  to  the  properties,  together  with  drainage.  This 
was  done. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  swimiming  season  at  the  open-air  swimming  baths 
was  from  May  to  September  and  despite  poor  weather  con- 
ditions, proved  once  again  to  be  very  popular,  and  attend- 
ances, particularly  of  children,  were  again  well  maintained. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  last  year  when  the  sewer  was  extended  to  pro- 
vide drainage  facilities  for  the  Overhill  Road  area  of 
Stratton,  it  was  hoped  that  owners  of  properties  would 
readily  avail  themselves  of  this  service,  and  during  the  year 
six  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a once  weekly 
basis  with  a second  collection  for  kitchen  waste.  It  was 
decided,  however,  as  from  the  31st  December,  to  discontinue 
the  collection  and  treatment  of  the  kitchen  waste.  Disposal 
continues  by  controlled  tipping,  some  2,797  tons  having 
been  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

Salvage 

The  total  weight  of  salvaged  material  sold  during  the 
year  amounted  to  410  tons,  made  up  as  follows  : — 

Paper  (all  grades) 259  tons  6 cwts. 

Kitchen  Waste  146  tons  9 cwts. 

Scrap  Metal 4 tons  1 cwt. 

The  value  of  such  materials  was  £2,812. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

Inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  the 
district  and  no  cases  of  pollution  have  been  observed. 


272  visits  were  paid  to  shops  in  the  town  during  the 
course  of  the  year  and  this  included  visits  for  the  purpose  of 
ins|)ecting  foods  as  well  as  inspections  under  the  Shops 
Act.  In  three  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  call  upon  the 
owners  to  repair  sanitary  accommodation.  Seven  occupiers 
of  food  shops  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  required 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  relating  to  ventilation, 
provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  repair  of  walls  and 
floors  and  redecoration  of  premises. 


Food  Preparing  Premises 

With  the  two  bacon  factories  there  are  11  registered 
food  preparing  premises  in  the  town.  76  visits  have  been 
])aid  and  in  general  all  premises  have  been  kept  in  fairly 
good  order. 
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With  regard  to  the  bacon  factories,  as  in  previous  years, 
considerable  amounts  of  cooked  foods  are  prepared,  and 
decorations  and  cleansing  of  premises  have  been  carried  out 
when  required. 

All  the  restaurants  and  cafes  in  the  town  have  been 
visited  during  the  year  and  they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  Handling— Bye-laws 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  premises  under  the  Bye- 
laws but  no  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 

All  the  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  have  been 
inspected  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  six  samples 
were  taken.  All  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  There  are 
at  present  33  registered  premises  in  the  town,  all  of  which 
sell  pre-packed  ice  cream.  Although  one  establishment  has 
a plant  for  making  ice  cream,  they  have  ceased  to  use  it. 

In  the  main,  2 large  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  supply  most 
of  the  shops  in  the  town. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

51  visits  were  made  to  the  registered  distributors  and 
dairy  premises  in  the  town.  All  the  dairies  have  been  kept 
in  a clean  condition,  but  one  dairy  was  called  upon  to  carry 
out  repairs  to  ceilings  and  other  decorative  work  and  this 
was  done. 

7 Dealers’  Licences  were  issued  for  Tuberculin  Tested  ^ 
milk  and  2 Dealers’  Licences  for  Pasteurized  milk.  In  ad- 
dition, 1 Supplementary  Licence  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
and  2 Supplemientary  Licences  to  sell  Pasteurized  milk  within 
the  district  have  been  issued. 

25  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  course  of  the 
year  and  of  these,  five  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Four  of  the  samples  were  from  one  particular  dairy  and 
after  examination  of  the  plant,  empty  bottles  were  submitted 
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to  the  Pathologist  for  sterility  tests.  The  contamination  was 
traced  to  the  bottle-washing  machine  which  was  not  function- 
ing properly.  Dairy  experts  were  called  in  by  the  owner 
of  the  firm  and  this  was  very  quickly  rectified.  Further 
samples  taken  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Smoke  Abatement 

A number  of  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  from 
factory  chimneys  in  the  town  but  no  nuisance  was  observed 
on  any  occasion. 

Moveabie  Dwellings 

Three  moveable  dwellings  were  licensed  during  the  year, 
all  being  caravans,  and  the  three  areas  of  land  on  which  the 
caravans  stand  have  also  been  licensed  for  a short  period, 
subject  to  planning  approval. 

Five  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year  and  in  all 
cases  the  sites  have  been  kept  in  a clean  and  tidy  order. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

37  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  26  were  abated  and  work  was  in  progress  to  most 
of  the  remaining  nuisances  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was 
onl}'  necessary  to  serve  one  Statutory  Notice. 

Factories 

141  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  102  registered 
factories  in  the  town.  9 occupiers  of  factories  were  called 
upon  to  carry  out  work  in  connection  with  cleansing,  decor- 
ations and  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation 

MpAxs  01^  Escape  in  Case  oe  Fire 

Two  factories  were  issued  with  the  above  certificates 
under  Section  37  of  the  Act. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  9 bakehouses  in  the  town 
and  other  than  annual  cleansing,  no  work  was  called  for. 
All  premises  have  been  kept  in  a clean  condition. 
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Rag  FSock  Act,  1951 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  premises  coming  within 
the  scope  of  the  above  Act  and  none  were  required  to  be 
registered. 

Offensive  Trades 

Two  premises  were  registered  as  Offensive  Trades,  both 
being  in  connection  with  the  Bacon  Factories  where  the 
process  of  blood  drying  and  fat  extracting  was  carried  on. 

Knackers  Yard 

One  licence  was  issued  to  premises  for  use  as  a knackers 
yard  and  extensive  alterations  were  necessary  before  the 
licence  could  be  issued.  A covered  area  for  slaughtering 
was  provided.  The  yard  was  repaved  and  proper  storage 
facilities  were  provided  for  meat,  offal,  hides,  etc.,  and 
proper  washing  facilities  were  also  installed  for  use  of  the 
staff.  A number  of  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises 
and  they  have  been  kept  in  very  good  order. 

Housing  Acts 

1218  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  a 
Housing  Survey  was  started  relating  to  slum  clearance  and 
unfit  houses  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  The  above  number  includes  inspections 
of  houses  under  the  Points  Scheme  and  also  inspections 
under  the  Small  Dwelling  Acquisition  Act.  All  housing 
defects  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act. 

12  applications  were  received  for  Improvement  Grants 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  11  were  granted. 

One  block  of  12  flats  was  completed  for  the  Cirencester 
Housing  Society,  8 single  bedroomed  dwellings  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year  and  a bungalow,  shop  and  living 
accommodation  was  also  constructed.  The  general  shop 
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and  Post  Office  was  opened  on  the  Estate  in  February  and 
tills  serves  the  Estate  well. 

The  Council  developed  a large  area  of  land  adjoining 
the  Beeches  Estate.  Plots  were  available  for  sale  for  private 
enterprise  building.  The  Council  started  off  the  scheme  by 
building  50  houses  and  31  were  sold  before  the  end  of  the 
year  and  many  enquiries  were  being  received  with  regard 
to  the  remaining  ones.  In  addition  to  this  a further  8 private 
enterprise  houses  were  built  on  this  estate  and  7 in  other 
parts  of  the  town. 

43  families  were  re-housed,  including  3 T.B.  cases.  This 
brings  the  total  number  of  families  re-housed  since  1946 
to  787. 

44  applications  were  granted  to  build  new  houses  under 
the  Small  Dwelling  Acquisition  Act  and  10  applications  were 
granted  for  the  purchase  of  existing  properties. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 

As  in  previous  years,  tlie  Pest  Officer  employed  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  has  worked  alternate  weeks 
with  the  Cirencester  Rural  District  Council  and  therefore 
actually  only  vcorked  26  working  weeks  in  the  Urban  area. 

968  dv/ellings  were  inspected  during  the  year,  260 
business  premises  were  inspected  and  a total  of  109  prem- 
ises in  all  were  treated  for  infestation.  Many  complaints  of 
infestation  were  investigated  by  the  Pest  Officer  and  quite 
a number  of  premises  were  disinfested  by  occupiers. 

Local  Authority  properties  were  treated  during  the  year, 
these  include  Sewerage  Works,  Baunton  Tip,  Burford  Road 
Tip,  River  banks.  Council  Depot  and  Allotments. 

Block  siu'veys  of  properties  are  continually  being  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry, 
and  generally  speaking  it  has  been  found  that  occupiers 
of  infested  premises  co-operate  with  the  Department. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

24  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year  and  3 new 
applications  were  granted.  Slaughtering  is  being  carried 
out  in  a proper  manner  and  no  contraventions  were  observed 
under  the  Act. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

A total  of  4 slaughterhouse  licences  were  granted  to 
the  2 Government  Slaughterhouses  and  the  2 Bacon 
Factories.  When  the  Ministry  ceased  to  control  the 
slaughtering  of  animals  and  meat  allocation,  the  Council 
took  over  the  lease  in  respect  of  the  two  Government 
Slaughterhouses  in  Cirencester  in  order  to  ensure  that  there 
were  adequate  facilities  for  slaughtering  for  the  meat  traders 
in  the  town  and  immediate  surrounding  district.  The 
Butchers  Association  formed  a group  and  the  two  slaughter- 
houses were  let  on  an  annual  tenancy  to  them.  It  was  agreed 
to  run  them  as  a Public  Slaughterhouse  and  slaughtering 
charges  were  approved  by  the  Ministry.  Although  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  were  greatly  reduced  for  the 
last  six  months  in  the  year,  slaughtering  generally  was  car- 
ried out  fairly  satisfactorily.  The  occupier  of  one  slaughter- 
house was  called  upon  to  carry  out  more  efficient  cleansing 
of  the  premises,  and  this  was  done. 

A case  of  swine  fever  was  observed  in  a pig  which 
came  into  one  of  the  bacon  factories.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  notified  and  the  disease  was 
confirmed.  The  police  took  the  necessary  action  to  destroy 
the  pig  on  the  premises  which  were  later  disinfected.  The 
pig  in  question  was  removed  to  an  isolation  room  on  the 
premises  and  the  factory  production  was  therefore  un- 
affected. 

A hind  leg  of  Canterbury  lamb  was  found  to  be  affected 
with  caseous  lymphadenitis  but  this  was  not  observed  until 
the  joint  was  cooked.  The  Ministry  of  Food  vv^as  notified 
and  necessary  action  taken.

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year 
was  29  tons  7 cwts.  3 qrs,  19  lbs.,  which  was  considerably 
less  than  the  previous  year  which  was  over  48  tons. 

Other  Food 

Other  food  stuffs  were  examined  at  the  various  shops 
and  food  premises  in  the  town  and  the  following  is  a sched- 
ule of  the  food  condemned  : —

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  piped  water 
supply  to  the  hamlet  of  Cerney  Wick  was  completed  during 
the  year.  The  extension  of  the  South  Cerney/Somerford 
Keynes  main  to  serve  the  hamlet  of  Ewen  was  commenced. 

Further  preliminary  work  was  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  water  schemes  to  serve  the  eastern  part 
of  the  district  and  the  Churn  Valley  area. 

A scheme  to  provide  a public  piped  water  supply  in  the 
parish  of  Edgeworth  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Eocal  Government  for  approval. 

In  view  of  the  increased  demand  on  the  Counciks  ex- 
isting water  undertaking  at  Eechlade,  due  to  the  installation 
of  main  sewerage  and  increased  housing  development  in  the 
parish,  it  was  found  necessary  to  augment  the  existing  well 
source  in  order  to  guard  against  shortage  in  dry  periods. 
This  has  been  accomplished  by  installing  a line  of  six  well- 
points  from  which  water  is  raised  by  an  electrically-operated 
pump  to  the  existing  elevated  water  tower. 

A serious  burst  in  the  Poulton/Meysey  Hampton  dis- 
tribution system  during  the  year  led  to  a failure  of  the 
supplies  to  those  villages  lasting  several  days.  During  the 
period  in  question,  drinking  water  was  carted  to  the  area 
and  distributed  with  the  assistance  of  the  County  Fire 
Service. 

For  a period,  serious  discolouration  appeared  in  the 
water  supplied  to  South  Cerney,  Somerford  Keynes  and 
Poole  Keynes.  This  was  particularly  apparent  in  dead  ends 
and  portions  of  the  distribution  system  where  there  was 
little  movement.  The  water  in  question  is  purchased  in  bulk 
from  the  Swindon  Corporation  and  originates  from  a borehole 
at  Latton.  It  appears  that  at  certain  times  the  water  is  heavily 
charged  with  Carbon  Dioxide  and  that  this  can  lead  to  an 
attack  on  the  iron  mains  resulting  in  a brown  discolouration 
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of  the  water.  The  supplying  authority  introduced  chemical 
treatment  in  the  form  of  an  application  of  Micromet  to  the 
bulk  supply  and  shortly  afterwards  the  degree  of  discolour- 
ation was  considerably  reduced.  A system  of  weekly  samp- 
ling at  appropriate  points  has  been  introduced  to  keep  the 
condition  of  the  water  continually  under  observation  and 
with  a view  to  detecting  any  lengths  of  iron  main  particularly 
affected. 

The  Council’s  five  pumping  stations  at  ffechlade,  Poul- 
ton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney  were  maintained 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  average  monthly  con- 
sumption of  the  undertakings  in  question  being  558,000, 
781,200,  412,000,  352,000,  558,000  gallons  respectively. 

Water  Samples 

All  15  samples  taken  from  the  distribution  systems  of 
the  public  supplies  at  Dechlade,  Poulton,  Coates  and  Marsden 
and  submitted  for  analysis  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Two  samples  of  the  raw  v/ater  at  Lechlade,  before  chlorin- 
ation, were  not  entirely  satisfactory  from  a bacteriological 
point  of  viev/. 

Three  samples  v/ere  taken  from  the  new  well  point 
installation  at  Lechlade  and  1 from  the  new  main  at  Cerriey 
Wick  to  ensure  their  satisfactory  bacteriological  condition 
l)efore  use  for  public  supply  purposes. 

12  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies,  none  of 
which  proved  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  Action  was  taken 
in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary  imxprovement.

Refuse  collection  was  carried  out  tfiroughout  the  district 
by  contract. 

The  controlled  tips  at  South  Cerney  and  Sunhill  have 
been  maintained  free  of  nuisance  and  frequent  disinfesta- 
tions have  been  undertaken  to  keep  all  tips  free  from  rats 
and  other  pests. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part- 
time  Rodent  Operator. 

106  farms  have  been  inspected,  455  dwelling  houses 
and  112  business  premises.

Meat  and  Other  Foods— Siaughterhouse

a licence  was  received  for  a private  slaughterhouse  at  Fair- 
ford.  This  was  issued  after  the  premises  had  been  raised 
to  a satisfactory  standard.

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SANITARY  CiRCUMSTANCES_ 

Water  Supplies 

Tetbury  and  Tethury  Upton:  The  supply  to  these  par- 
ishes has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  Some  42 
million  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  from  the  two  boreholes 
at  the  Tetbury  waterworks.  29^  million  gallons  were  supplied 
to  Tetbury^  Twelve  Acres  and  Doughton,  giving  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  80,000  gallons,  equal  to  27  gallons  per 
head  of  the  population.  The  remaining  124  million  gallons 
were  pumped  to  the  Babdown  reservoir  in  the  parish  of 
Beverston,  including  the  Polish  Hostel,  and  Calcot  in  the 
parish  of  Kingscote.  The  average  daily  consum.ption  of 
the  Polish  Hostel  was  19,000,  whilst  the  other  supplies 
accounted  for  an  average  daily  consumption  of  15,000 
gallons. 

New  connections  to  the  Council’s  mains  amounted  to 
72  during  the  year. 

21  samples  were  taken  from  the  boreholes  and  the 
supply  mains,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Avening  and  Cherington:  These  parishes  are  supplied 
by  the  Stroud  Water  Board  and  13  new  connections  were 
made  to  the  mains  during  the  year. 

Leighterton:  The  scheme  for  a supply  to  this  parish, 
by  the  West  Glos.  Water  Co.,  from  Didmarton,  was  com- 
menced during  the  year.  Pipes  have  been  laid  and  the  supply 
should  be  available  early  next  year. 

Kingscote : Investigations  are  still  continuing  regarding 
the  existing  supplies  in  this  parish,  and  negotiations  took 
place  between  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  and  the 
owner  of  the  largest  of  the  private  supplies  in  the  parish. 
The  Council  decided  not  to  take  over  this  private  water 
supply. 

Remaining  Parishes:  The  supply  in  these  parishes  re- 
mains unchanged. 

During  the  year  678  inspections  were  made  and  21 
samples  were  taken  for  analysis. 
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Sewage  and  Drainage 

Tethury:  New  connections  to  the  Council’s  sewers  in 
this  parish  amounted  to  64  during  the  year. 

Avening:  The  contractors  continued  with  the  installation 
of  the  new  sewage  scheme  for  this  parish  during  the  year. 
Progress  was  very  slow  and  the  works  were  not  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Cherington:  The  Council  decided  to  extend  the  Avening 
Sewage  Schemie  to  Cherington  village.  An  informal  en- 
quiry was  held  but  permission  to  proceed  with  the  scheme 
was  not  granted  during  the  year. 

Tethury  Upton:  A scheme  for  the  laying  of  a sewer 
extension  from  Tetbury  to  serve  the  Twelve  Acres  area  was 
approved  by  the  Council,  but  Ministry  permission  to  proceed 
with  the  work  was  not  granted  during  the  year. 

Didmarton:  Negotiations  with  the  Malmesbury  R.D.C. 
regarding  a joint  scheme  of  drainage  for  this  parish  and 
Sopworth  in  the  adjoining  district  took  place  during  the 
year.  The  Malmesbury  R.D.C.  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
the  schem.e  and  although  the  Council  forwarded  a detailed 
scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
approval  was  withheld. 

During  the  year  260  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  sewage  and  drainage. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  decided  to  collect  house  refuse  from  all 
the  13  parishes  weekl)^  instead  of  fortnightly  and  the  new 
arrangement  is  working  satisfactorily. 

The  new  Karrier  16  cu.  yd.  refuse  vehicle  was  delivered 
early  in  the  nev/  year. 

227  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection  with 
public  cleansing. 

River  Pollution 

The  only  case  reported  during  the  year  was  from  the 
Bristol  Avon  River  Board  in  respect  of  the  effluent  from 
Tetbury  sewage  disposal  works.  The  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  are  making  the  necessary  investigations  to  enable 
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them  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  works 
and  so  prevent  river  pollution. 

Housing 

During  the  year  88  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  dwelling  houses,  and  28  informal  notices  were  served 
under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts.

The  Council  now  have  331  houses,  239  of  which  have 
been  built  post-war. 

Further  land  is  being  acquired  in  Tetbury  and  tenders 
invited  for  a further  20  new  traditional  houses  and  flats 
for  this  site.  Difliculties  arose  in  obtaining  a suitable  tender 
for  the  6 traditional  houses  at  Avening,  and  it  was  decided 
to  erect  6 Holcot  houses  on  the  site. 

In  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  Council  houses, 
714  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

26  families  living  in  temporary  dwellings  at  Fong 
Newnton  and  Babdown  have  been  re-housed  in  permanent 
houses  during  the  year  and  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of 
the  remaining  temporary  dwellings  at  Fong  Newnton  have 
been  made. 

During  the  year  354  inspections  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  maintenance  of  the  dwellings  together  with 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  water  supply  and 
drainage  services  on  these  two  sites. 

New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s  build- 
ing  bye-laws  amounted  to  87  during  the  year,  including  13 
new  dwellings,  4 conversions,  32  alterations  and  additions 
and  38  miscellaneous. 

Some  468  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  new 
building  works. 
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Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949 

During  the  year  the  Council  encouraged  applications 
for  grants  under  this  Act  and  some  20  applications  were 
dealt  with.  The  average  amount  of  grant  paid  per  house  was 
£286.

Dairies  and  Milk  Retailers 

There  is  one  dairy  other  than  farm  dairies  in  the 
district.  14  visits  have  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  and  Regulations 
have  been  complied  with.

Milk  Sampling : Biological  Examination 

Ten  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  animal  in- 
oculation to  indicate  the  presence  or  absence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  All  proved  negative. 

Bacteriological  Examination 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Ten  samples  of  tuberculin 
tested  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis.  Of 
these,  only  one  failed  to  satisfy  the  official  test  and  was  the 
subject  of  an  investigation  into  the  cause. 

Bottle  Rinses.  One  bottle  rinse  sample  was  taken, 
proving  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

ice  Cream 

Four  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis,  all  of  which 
were  within  the  Grade  4.  Immediate  investigation  was  made 
and  certain  works  instituted  in  an  endeavour  to  improve  the 
standard. 
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There  is  one  firm  registered  for  the  manufacture, 
storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  11  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  only  of  ice  cream. 


Food  Hygiene 

The  Council  have  not  yet  adopted  the  Bye-laws  as  to 
handling  food,  etc.,  but  advice  has  been  given  to  several 
shopkeepers  on  the  need  for  hygienic  food  handling.

The  food  shops  in  the  town  have  been  visited  as  often 
as  possible  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and

HOUSING 

Since  the  end  of  the  war  there  has  been  a considerable 
amount  of  new  legislation  in  the  field  of  housing  and  that 
affecting  public  health  work  includes  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
The  Local  Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act, 
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1953,  and  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  The 
latter  Act  calls  upon  Local  Authorities  to  submit  to  the 
Minister  by  30th  August,  1955,  estimates  of  the  number  of 
unfit  houses  within  their  district.  It  also  requires  Local 
Authorities  to  submit  details  of  how  many  unfit  houses  they 
propose  to  deal  with  by  way  of  clearance  and  individual 
demolition  during  the  five  years  following  that  date. 

It  was  decided  that  these  details  could  only  be  obtained 
by  a Survey  of  the  district  and  that  an  additional  qualified 
Sanitary  Inspector  would  be  required  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  work.  Because  of  the  acute  shortage  of  Sanitary  In- 
spectors in  the  country,  an  additional  officer  was  not 
appointed  until  late  in  the  year,  but  it  was  anticipated  that 
the  Survey  would  commence  early  in  1955. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a vast  amount  of  work  lies 
ahead  in  the  field  of  housing.

Meat  and  Food  inspection 

The  Council’s  public  abattoir  and  Messrs.  Smith  Roger’s 
bacon  factory  were  in  use  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals 
for  human  consumption  during  the  year. 

Ebley  Abattoir 

Up  to  July  3rd,  1954,  the  abattoir  was  leased  to  the 
Ministry  of  Works  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Upon  de-control  of  meat  coming  into  operation  on  that  date, 
the  Council  transferred  the  lease  of  the  premises  to  the 
Cotswold  Wholesale  Meat  Co.  Ltd.  This  Company  rep- 
resented, at  that  time,  members  of  the  retail  meat  trade  in 
the  Stroud  Urban,  Stroud  Rural,  Nailsworth,  Tetbury, 
Dursley  and  Thornbury  areas.  The  take  over  from  the 
Ministry  proceeded  smoothly,  with  supplies  for  the  con- 
sumer being  adequate  at  all  times. 

Apart  from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  manufacturing 
class  cows  and  pork  pigs,  the  number  of  animals  killed  for 
the  six  months  from  July  to  December  was  similar  to  the 
number  dealt  with  during  Ministry  control.  The  increase 
of  manufacturing  cows  slaughtered,  which  in  the  main  were 
despatched  to  other  districts,  caused  an  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  such  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis,  which 
hitherto  had  showed  a steady  decrease  over  the  previous 
five  years.

MILK 

The  district  w^as  included  in  a specified  area  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2) 
Order,  1954,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October, 
1954.  This  meant  that  from  that  date  only  designated  milk 
— tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  or  sterilised—  could  be  sold 
within  the  district.  The  Order  caused  certain  retailers  to 
sell  their  retail  rounds,  usually  to  larger  firms  already  dealing 
in  designated  milk. 

The  scheme  made  an  unfortunate  start,  due  to  a number 
of  circumstances,  and  for  the  first  two  weeks  several  com- 
plaints of  sour  milk  w^ere  received.  In  the  main  this  was  due 
to  an  excessive  time  lag  between  producer  and  consumer  and 
an  abnormal  spell  of  humid  weather.  Since  then,  however, 
the  scheme  generally  has  worked  well  and  all  parts  of  the 
district  have  had  adequate  supplies. 

Dairies  and  Milk  Retailers 

There  arc  8 dairies  other  than  farm  dairies  in  the 
district.  52  visits  have  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  and  Regulations 
have  been  complied  with. 

There  are  on  the  register,  18  retail  purveyors  of  milk, 
compared  with  27  in  1953.  Of  the  18,  14  have  premises  in 
the  Urban  District. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949— Regulation  20 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  this  Reg- 
ulation. 

Milk  Sampling  : Biological  Examination 

Ten  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  animal  in- 
oculation to  indicate  the  presence  or  absence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  All  proved  negative. 

Milk  Sampling  ; Bacteriological  Examination 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Twenty-eight  samples  of  tuber- 
culin tested  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis. 
Of  these,  only  1 failed  to  satisfy  the  official  test  and  was  the 
subject  of  a joint  investigation  with  the  County  Milk  Pro- 
duction Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Pasteurised  Milk.  Eleven  samples  of  pasteurised  milk 
have  been  taken,  10  satisfying  the  standard  tests  and  1 fail- 
ing. The  1 failure  was  notified  to  the  County  Health 
Department,  whose  officer  checked  the  plant  concerned. 

Bottle  Rinses.  Five  bottle  rinse  samples  were  taken, 
all  proving  satisfactory. 

informal  Compositional  Sampling 

Forty  samples  have  been  taken,  37  being  above  the 
standard  of  3%  fat  content  required  by  the  Sale  of  Milk 
Regulations.

There  are  6 firms  registered  for  the  manufacture,  stor- 
age and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  53  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  only  of  ice  cream. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Due  to  the  amount  of  meat  inspection  and  other  urgent 
work,  the  inspection  of  restaurants  and  food  shops  was 
inadequate.  With  the  prospect  of  considerable  activity  in 
the  survey  of  houses  within  the  district  and  the  following 
up  of  the  survey  v/ith  clearance  programmes,  it  v/ould  appear 
that  time  available  not  only  for  food  hygiene  work  but  also 
for  inspection  of  other  shops  and  factories,  will  be  limited 
for  some  time  to  come,  which  is  regrettable.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  general  public  can  be  of  great  assistance  in 
regard  to  food  hygiene  and  can  go  a long  way  towards  main- 
taining a high  standard.  Complaints  brought  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  are  always  investigated  forthwith.  It  is 
appreciated  of  course  that  business  proprietors  and  employers 
are  seldom  able  to  recruit  the  staff  they  would  like  due  to 
the  full  employment  position  prevailing  in  the  district  and 
the  attraction  of  more  congenial  and  remunerative  work, 
but  at  the  same  time  every  effort  will  be  made  to  maintain 
a high  standard.

SANITARY  CIRCUHSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

Little  change  has  taken  place  as  far  as  the  mains  supply 
is  concerned.  The  regular  samples  taken  each  month  have 
shown  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity.  The  hardness  of 
the  water  is  an  unsatisfactory  feature  and  undoubtedly  the 
concern  of  many  housewives. 

The  number  of  households  taking  supplies  from  v/ells 
and  springs  is  steadily  diminishing.  Wherever  possible, 
property  owners  are  asked  to  connect  up  to  the  mains  supply 
and  samples  are  taken  to  support  this  action. 

Cesspool  Service 

The  number  of  cesspools  and  tanks  in  the  sewered 
areas  is  much  reduced  as  more  and  more  properties  connect 
to  the  main  sewer. 

Building  development  in  unsewered  areas  is,  however, 
considerable  and  the  tanks  being  put  in  for  these  properties 
keep  up  the  demand. 

Help  has  been  given  to  adjoining  districts  which  do  not 
have  a cesspool  emptying  machine. 

Sev/erage 

Only  small  extensions  at  Rodborough  and  Ryeford  were 
made  during  the  year. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Minister  for  per- 
mission to  take  a sewer  to  Eastcombe,  Bussage  and  Bisley. 
This  would  alleviate  serious  public  health  problems  particu- 
larly at  Bisley. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  connecting  existing 
properties  to  the  main  sewer. 

Housing 

Existing  Houses  ^ 

In  July  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  19d4,  be- 
came law. 


Part  of  this  Act  calls  on  Local  Authorities  to  resume 
full  scale  activities  in  securing  the  repair,  improvement  and 
demolition  of  unfit  houses,  and  to  submit  their  proposals  to 
the  Minister  in  the  form  of  a five-year  programme. 

Part  II  enables  property  owners  to  increase  rents 
subject  to  certain  conditions. 

A full  report  covering  the  duties  of  the  Council  as  a 
result  of  the  nev/  Act  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

21  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved, 
the  total  cost  of  the  work  amounting  to  £17,235,  and  the 
total  amount  payable  by  way  of  grant  to  £5,686. 

Building  of  New  Council  and  Private  Enterprise  Houses 

47  Council  houses  and  69  private  houses  were  erected 
in  1954.  This  compares  with  92  and  63  respectively,  in 
1953. 

49  Council  and  54  private  houses  were  under  con- 
struction at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Plans  Deposited  for  Approval  under  Planning  and  Public 
Health  Acts 

465  plans  were  deposited  in  all,  an  average  of  37  per 
month.  The  building  activity  during  the  past  year  has  been 
tremendous.  Each  plan  submitted  involves  at  least  six  visits 
to  the  site  as  well  as  office  time  for  checking  that  plans 
comply  with  bye-laws. 

Caravans 

Licensed  sites  are  situated  at  Stonehouse,  Thrupp, 
Butterow  and  Minchinhampton.  The  Thrupp  site,  when 
fully  developed,  will  accommodate  20  vans.  The  owner  of 
this  site  is  providing  individual  water  closets  to  each  caravan 
and  a bathroom  with  hot  and  cold  water  for  each  block  of 
six. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  licences  had  been  granted  for 
67  caravans. 

Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  and  Salvage 

The  regular  collection  schedules  have  been  maintained 
during  the  year  and  approximately  6,500  tons  of  refuse  have 
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been  collected.  This  amount  increases  each  year  and  al- 
though partly  due  to  the  new  houses  built,  is  also  caused  by 
the  thoughtlessness  of  some  householders  v/ho  use  the  dust- 
bin for  every  unv/anted  thing.  Many  item.s  could  either  be 
burnt  or  used  on  the  garden  compost  heaps  and  this  v/ould 
considerably  reduce  the  amount  to  be  collected. 

The  two  diesel  lorries  continue  to  give  economical 
service.  It  is  estim.ated  that  the  fuel  saving  alone  is  from 
sixty  to  eighty  gallons  per  month.  A further  rear-loading 
diesel-engined  machine  has  been  ordered  and  delivery  is 
expected  in  the  spring  of  1955. 

Tipping  has  been  mainly  concentrated  at  Rodborough, 
where  a large  and  dangerous  quarry  adjoining  the  roadside 
has  been  almost  filled  in  to  road  level.  The  former  tips  at 
Selsley  have  been  levelled  off,  covered  with  soil  and  seeded. 
This  has  eliminated  further  dangerous  quarries  amd  has  re- 
claimed about  two  acres  of  land. 

The  Joint  Composting  Scheme  is  still  under  con- 
sideration. A plant  of  the  type  visualised  at  Stroud  is  under 
construction  at  Edinburgh,  and  when  this  is  working  it  is 
hoped  that  a deputation  v/ill  visit  it.  Composting  of  refuse  and 
sewage  sludge  would  hygienically  represent  a big  advance 
on  present  methods  and  consideration  should  be  given  to 
this  angle  as  well  as  the  financial  one. 

Collection  of  waste  paper  at  185  tons  was  well  ma,in- 
tained  a.nd  the  total  receipts  of  £1,295:0:  11  showed  an 
increase  of  some  £130  over  1953. 

Dairies  and  Hiik  Retai!ers 

The  district  became  part  of  a Designated  Area  during 
the  year.  This  means  that  only  tuberculin  tested  or  pasteur- 
ised milk  could  be  sold  by  retail. 

A number  of  dairymen  gave  up  business  and  others 
now  purchase  their  milk  already  pasteurised  and  bottled 
from  a wholesale  purveyor. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  21  retailers  of  Desig- 
nated Milk.  6 Supplementary  licences  were  granted  to  dairy- 
men from  other  districts  who  retail  milk  in  the  Rural  district. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  — Food  Hygiene 

171  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year 
and  details  appear  elsewhere.  Considerable  improvements 
have  been  and  are  being  carried  out  in  the  display  and 
handling  of  food  and  the  provision  of  sanitary  and  washing 
accommodation. 

374  lbs.  of  meat,  523  lbs.  of  other  foods  and  95  mis- 
cellaneous tins  were  condemned  during  the  year. 

Factories 

All  factories  vcere  visited  during  the  year  and  a number 
of  necessary  improvements  and  alterations  were  carried  out. 
Considerable  work  was  also  carried  out  in  dealing  with 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Licensed  Premises 

A Survey  was  made  of  a number  of  licensed  premises 
and  as  a result  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  either  par- 
tially or  completely  reconstructed  in  10  cases.
